IL (thrice amended) An absorbent article comprising at least one adsorbent material, said material 
selected from the group consisting of silica, alumina, silicates, natural and synthetic aluminosilicates 
and mixtures thereof, said material being doped with one or more dopants selected from the group 
consisting of fatty acids and their derivatives, amines and their salts, ammonia and salts thereof, 
alcohols, aldehydes, ketones, heterocompounds containing at least one nitrogen, sulfur or oxygen 
atom, and mixtures thereof.
